Dams and Plers Torn Away by 
Worst Flood Berrien County 
Ever Has Encountered, 


TWO KILLED BY LIGHTNING 


Tracks Submerged in Torrents of 
Rain and Many Trains Are. 
Stalled Near Niles. 


PHONE AND TELEGRAPH WIRES DOWN 


Niles, Mich., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—Berrien 
county, which includes St. Joseph and Ben- 
ton Harbor, last night and today was swept 
by the worst storm in its history. Fourteen 
inches of rain fell in less than twenty-three 
hours. Streams swollen beyond their banks 
overflowed hundreds of acres of growing 
fields, dams were swept away and bridges 
torn from their piers. Loss of life is reported. 
The damage for the whole county is ésti- 
mated at not less than $1,000,000. 

The storm began at about five o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon, and the rain fell stead- 
ily until about three o’clock this afternoon. 
It came in blinding floods as if a great reser- 
voir in the skies had suddenly been opened. 
and ‘t Was accompanied by a terrifying elec- 
trical display. 


Two Killed by Lightning. 

In this city the loés will total $200,000, Two 
farmers, Herman Villwack': and Otto 
Feather, living three miles north of here, 
were in a barn when it was struck by light- 
ning, and were instantly killed. 

Traffic on the Michigan Central railroad 
was stopped. A drainage creek in the com- 
pany’s yards in this city burst Its banks, tore 
out the tracks and turned the night of way 
into bed of a torrent. Thieé afternoon the 
tracks of this railroad for three miles east 
and west of Niles were crowded with stalled 
trains. The New York Limited No, 3, known 
also as the Wolverine limited, which was 


One thousand feet of track was washed 
away and an army of 500 section men re- 
cruited from points along the Michigan Cen- 
tral for 200 miles in each direction was at 
work repairing the damage, 


Big Plants Damaged. 

The plant of the National Leather Man- 
ufacturing company, owned by Swift & Co. 
of Chicago, was badly damaged by water 
from the Michigan Central drainage creek 
The basements were filled and the water 
rose to a height of eighteen feet above the 
first floor. 

The dam of the Central Flour Milling com- 
pany was washed out, and the flood, thus let 
loose, tearing down Dowagiac creek, up- 
rooted the piers of the highway bridge and 
carried the structure away. The farm of 
Henry Davis, a big celery grower, was 
buried four feet deep in sand. 

The Niles water dam, owned by the city, 
was threatened, and a crew of men is still 
watching it. Part of the Chapin paper mill 
was washed away. The water in the St. 
Joseph river at midnight was rising at the 
rate of four feet an hour. Street car service 
‘in the city was suspended owing to the de- 
struction of bridges, until late this after- 
noon. 

Auto Party Struck by Lightning. 

Charles W. Hushower, a railroad official 
from Sdauth Bend, was driving near here in 
an automobile with three expert linemen 
when tlie entire party was struck by light- 
ning. Hushower and the three linemen were 
severely injured and rendered unconscious. 

Abraham Harrod of Niles was also struck 
by lightning and rendered unconscious while 
ne was driving his machine on the highway 
ou the road to South Bend. 

Interurban street car service between Niles 
and St. Joséph and other towns is entirely 
stopped.. Great damage has been done to 
telephone anc iclegraph wires. 


Big Damage to Crops. 

Wire service between towns in Berrien: 
sounty was abandoned soon after the storm 
started. Late tonight advices from Benton 
Ylarbor and St. Joseph were to the effect 
that the dumage tv Crops of all sorts hed 
been enormous. ‘The interurban railroad 
service between Benton Harbor amd Dow- 
agiac was suspended. 

The peach harvesting season has just be- 
gun in Michigan. Berrien county is one of 
the most prolific in tife state in this fruit. 
It is feared that thousands of dollars’ worth 
of peaches have been destroyed just as they 
were ready for the market. 

gouth Bend practically escaped the cloud- 
burst, but not its effects, for the deluge 
washed out culverts and other sections of the 
track of the Southern Michigan Blectri¢ rail- 
road which runs between South Bend and St. 
Joseph. It will take @t least a week to re- 
pair the interurban track. The Indiana- 
Michigan company’s power plants at South 
Bend, Buchanan, and Berrien Springs were 
so crippled that power could not ibe furnished 
street car line in these cities.

LONDON, Aug. 19.—8 a, m.-—The Peking 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says 
the whole of China is convulsed over the re- 
cent executions of several southern generals 
suspected of being in a conspiracy to starta 
new revolution. 

The southern generals were members of Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen's party, the Tung Men Hui, and 
were seized at the capital by direction of 


President Yuan. 

Two of the officers were tried by drumhead 
courtmartial at Peking and summartly shot- 
The others were returned In chains to Han- 
kow and there executed. 


Yuan Seeks to Shift Blame. 

President Yuan Shi Kai has become 
alarmed at the violence of the outcry, and 
is publishing a telegram from Vice Presi- 
dent Li Yuan Chung advising the president 
of the plot, with the view of putting the 
blame on him. | 

It is understood the advisory council will 
attempt to impeach Yuan Shi Kal, who is 
so convinced of the possibility of his as- 
gassimation that he has surrounded himself 
with throngs of troops so access to him is im- 
possible. 

The turning point in the fe of the republic, 
according to the correspondent, has arrived. 
Yuan Shi Kai cannot much longer delay 
‘ghowing his hand. 


General Trapped at Feast. 

The correspondent, in giving the details 
of the seizure and execution of Gen, Chang, 
pays:

Should the conference with the mayor fail 
to settle the dispute the companies are, as 
previously declared, willing to submit the 
whole case to arbitration. The workers 
continued to talk strike and refused to listeg 
to the idea of arbitration.

LABOR BACKS WOMAN’S CLUB 
IN FIGHT FOR WAGE BOARD 


Local Federation Joins Campaign to 
Have State Fix Minimum Pay—Will 
Appeal to Gov. Deneen. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yesterday 
cecided to join with the Chicago Woman’e 
«.ub in an effort to obtain the appointment 
cof a minimum wage commission by Gov. De- 
neen. 

The decision was in response to a request 
from the minimum wage committee of the 
ciub presented in the form of a letter from 
Mrs. Benjamin E. Page, chairman. 

President John Fitzpatrick will be one 
member of the federation’s committee to con- 
fer with the Woman's club committee and 
he will appoint two others. 

The object of the commission which the 
club would like to see the governor appoint 
is to inquire into the advisability and feasi- 
bility of establishing minimum wage boards 
to regulate the wages of women, such as 
have been established in Victoria, Australia, 

and in Great Britain. The letter to the fed- 
eration points out the advantage to the pub- 


lic, employer, and employé of establishing a ' 


living wage and declares the notion that 
wages and earnings automatically correiate 
themselves is an error. 

The letter asserts that women who do not 
receive a living wage are in danger of be- 
coming victims of vice, that they drain both 
private and public relief agencies, and that 
they become the mothers of under nourished 
or defective children. 

“Any industry that does not pay a lving 
‘wage is a parasitic industry,” the letter ex- 
plains. * Society always pays for itin some 
way.”’ 

The requirement by law that a ving wage 
be paid would make it easier for the humane 
employer to compete with the employer who 
is not humane, raise the efficiency of workers. 
tend to do away with strikes, and equalize the 
cost of production In different establish- 
ments, . 

It is explained that legistation is especially 
necessary for women because they cannot so 
easily seek the best employment, are tem- 
peramentally less aggressive, and more de- 
fenselese than men, and hence need protec. 
tion.

Federation of Labor Attacks Steger, I1l., 
end Piano Works—Requests Leg- 
islative Inquiry.

Gay voted to @sk the Miinois legislature for 
an investigation of Steger, Ml. and the 
Steger Piano company’s works there. The 
Steger company was cr¥tinised by delegates, 
who asked that the matter be referred to 
the legislative commiitee of the federation. | 
Managers of the company were called 
*“ feudal barone.”’ 

A proposition made by a-representative of 
the musicians’ union that the Cort and Mc- 
Vicker’s theater be placed on the unfair list 
was referred to the grievance committee. 

Announcement was made that the Amer- 
fean federation had revoked the charter of 
the Amalgamated Society of Carpenters and 
Joiners. Members present protested with- 
out avail against the acceptance of the de- 
cision by the Chicago federation. 

An effort of the musicians’ union to have a 
#ympathetic strike called in the four play- 
houses which begin the season with pipe 
organs in the place of orchestras failed. By 
an overwhelming vote stage hands referred 
the proposition to the next comvention of the 
National Federation of Stage Mechanics at 
Seattle in June. There was but one vote to 
strike.

15,000 GATHER IN CITY PARK

Fifteen thousand Germans, attending the 
Schwaben verein Cannstatter volkfest yester- 
gay at Brand’s park, attested the truth of the 
ancient adage, between copious drafts of 
Neckar wine from the private cellars of Wli- 
helm Il., king of Wurtemberg. 

Bewitching ‘‘madchen’’ in quaint Schwa- 
ben costume hurried busily to and from the 
great wine casks with trays and glasses, 
singing snatches of German folk songs. 
Whether the wine is of superior quality or 
the maidens who served it irresistible, the 
fact remains that it is well for the king 
that he tries to provide from his private 
stock only on these annual occasions. 

The first festival of this kind was held in 
Cannstatt, Wurtemberg, Germany, in 1819. 
as a thankegiving celebration for bountiful 


Come from Fruit Region. 

The country around Cannstatt is a great 
fruit and grape region and is noted as the 
land of the famous Neckar wine.. Each year 
the king sends a quantity of wine from his 
private cellars to his countrymen who cele- 
brate the volkfest in Chicago. 

The harvest festival idea is expressed ina 
towering pillar of fruits and vegetables 
erected in the center of the park. Elaborate 
and beautiful designs are worked out with 
the vari-colored fruits and grains. 


Will Celebrate Three Days. 

During the three days’ celebration the va- 
rious German singing societies will give con- 
certs.

REBELS CAPTURE A CITY. 


Force of 12,000 Preparing to Ad- 
vance on Salonica. 


GETTINJE, Aug. 18.—The massacre of 
Christians in the Berana district of Albania 
continues. 

A number of Christian villages were set on 
fire today by Turkish artillery and destroyed. 

The massacre of Christians-at Berana 
began iast Friday, when a band of Moham- 
medan arnauts, supported by Turkish troops, 
attacked a section of the Christian population 

close to the Montenegrin frontier. 

In the fighting large numbe gs of women and 
children are reported to have been slain, and 
the Mohammedans are said to have carried 
off many - young girs. 


To March on Salonica.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 18—The Al- 
banian trouble, which seemed to have been 
overcome by recent concessions by the Turks, 
has flamed up again and the situation is ap- 
parently more serious than ever. It is im- 
possible yet to sift the facts from the numer- 
our reports current, but it is stated that 12,000 
Albanians have seized Uskub andare prepar- 
ing to march on Salonica. A detachment of 
8,000 has advanced as far as Kuprill, which 
has been occupied. 

The rebels opened the prisons at Uskub and 
liberated thousands of inmates, the authori- 
ties not daring to interfere. Forced con- 
tributions were levied.on the inhabitants. 


Two Explanations Given.

“I 
have some salary coming to meas superin- 
tendent.

I 
did not sign the petition.”’ 

The warrant tor the arrest of Mr. Kenyon 
was sworn out after consultation with 
County Attorney C. N. Jepson.

JUGGLING WITH A REFORM. 

_. The tactics of the house Democrats on 
parcels post offer an illustration of the pea- 
nut politics they are playing as plainly as 
anything they have done. . 

They began by trying to put over a meas- 
ure which, though ostensibly a beginning on 
parcels post legislation, would have discred- 
ited the reform and profited the express 
companies. 

This rather ugly device having been ex- 
posed, and the senate having sent the post- 
office appropriation bill back with the 
Bourne-Bristow zone plan, a substantial 
start on a parcels post system, in place of it, 
it meets more tactics t. prevent debate and 
force the first measure into conference. 
These tactics being met skillfully by Minor- 
ity Leader Mann, a stanch friend of genuine 
parcels post legislation, the Democrats were 
compelled to change front and substitute 
the Lewis zone measure for their first fraud- 
ulent scheme. 

The Lewis bill is not as well considered as 
the Bourne-Bristow amendment, but it wi!] 


serve as a possible basis for conference. If 
there is no more jugglery, a real parcels post 
measure should come from conference. 

The tactics of the friends of the parcels 
post must continue to be forcing every move 
into the open. The parcels post will win 
whenever it reaches a record vote.

AN EXPERIMENT IN PUBLIC 
OPINION, 

Col. Roosevelt’s reference to the Massa- 
ehusetts minimum wage law brings to gen- 
eral public attention one of the most signifi- 
cant pieces of recent social legislation. 

This law will not go into effect until July 
1, 1913. _In the meantime it is hoped ad- 
justments can be made by employers affect- 
ed by its terms. The act creates a mini- 
mum wage commission of three members 
whose main duty is to organize wage boards 
in any occupation in which it is believed 
_the wages of a considerable number oi 
women employed are “ insufficient to sup- 
ply the necessary cost of living and to main- 
tain them in health.” 

The wage board shall study the needs of 
the women involved and take into account 
also “‘the financial condition of the occu- 
pation and the probable effect thereon of 
any increase in the minimum wages paid.” 
After taking all conditions under considera- 
tion the board shall determine, if possible, 
a minimum wage, " whether by time rate or 
piece rate, suitable for a female employé 
of ordinary ability in the occupation in ques- 
tion or for any or all branches thereof, and 
also suitable minimum wages for learners 
and epprentices and for minors below the 
age of 18.” 

In the makeup of the -wage boards, em- 
ployers and employés are to be equally repre- 
sented, and the finding in each case must 
be by a two-thirds yote. This finding then 
goes to the wage commission, which may 
disapprove of any or all of the rates fixed 
or may reconmnit them for further consid- 
eration to the same board or a new one. 

A still further check upon the system 
is given in the provision that céurt review 
of the commission finding may be had by. 
euch employers as will make oath that their 
business will be endangered by compliance 
. with the wage rate fixed, 

The Massachusetts law is novel in respect 
to the means of ulsion adopted. These 
are indirect and mora! rather than manda- 
tory, as in the case of the Wisconsin mini- 
mum wag@ pill and the English measures 
which failed of enactment. The Massachu- 
setts law proposes. solely to make use of 
public opinion.

it so chooses, and upon a basis of ascer- 
tained facts. It also protects or assists 
such employers as are disposed to improve 
conditions, but are prevented by the neces- 
sities of competition. 

Whether this law is to work out good re- 
sults or bad or none at ail will take a num- 
ber of years to ascertain. But it is an in- 
teresting as well as a cautious eXperiment. 


THE SINGLE SIX YEAR TERM. 

Senator Joseph W. Bailey of Texas and 
New York is getting busy in favor of a 
single six year term for presidents. He 
wants to amend the constitution to bring

When Senator Bailey gets busy in favor 
of anything, it is time to take another look 
at it. 

Let us examine the effect which a single 
six year term would have on the human, 
nature that is in presidents as well as in 
other people. | 

Each president would know that no mat- 
ter how well he served the people during his 
single ttm, the people could not reward him 
afterward. He could expect no more from 
them. 

But if he served the plutocracy duting 
his single term, the plutocracy could reward 
him afterward. He could expect much more 
from it. 

Senators like Bailey and Spooner, when 
their political careers are finished, have only 


| to take the train to New York to find soft 


places waiting for them, rich practices in 
corporation law. If the interests can do as 
much for senators, of whom there are nine- 
ty-sixat a time, what could they do for presi- 
dents, of whom there are one at a*time? 

Under the one term system, many presi- 
dents would be found who, because their 
hearts were pure, would serve the peopie 
faithfully. But in so far as the one term 
plan touched upon the human nature in 
presidents, it would tend to draw them from 
the popular to the plutocratic side of things. 

Human nature is concerned with benefits 
to come. To a president ineligible for re- 
election, future benefits could come in abun- 
dance from the plutocracy, but from the 
people not at all. Of course, he would know 
this. 

Senator Bailey knows it already. 


A KING FOR FUN. 

In these days of revolutions which con- 
vert kingdoms into republics, it might be 
imagined that the king business was on the 
blink, as the Oxford dictionary would say, 
and that there was no fun in being in the 
fierce light which beats upon a throne. 
Alfonso of Spain evidently thinks differeni- 
iy. There is no monarch who experiences 
more vividly the joy of living than he. 

He takes a boyish delight in sport of 


| every kind, and he mixes with the people. 


in their amusements in the most demo- 
cratic way imaginable. Recently at a 
bazaar and summer féte given for charity 
at Cowes she took shies at “‘ Aunt Sally ”’ 
and won a cocoanut, which he proudly 
carried around most of the day afterward. 
He stepped into a booth and acted as sales- 
man with such success that would have 
won the admiration of Walter D. Moody 
himself. Then he served as judge in a hat 
trimming contest, in which the prize was 
given to a one legged soldier. 

It may be that Alfonso sees the finish of 
the king business, and that he is determined 
to get all the fun out of it while it lasts.

It is said that the Germans have reduced 
their accidents 50 per cent by their inven- 
tions for safety, a record wortby of a civil- 
ized people.

The museum exhibit includes large cross 
sections of different types of filters, septic 
tanks, settling basins, and other devices 
for the purification of the sewage. These, 
too, are so accurate and so detailed that they 
will be worth seeing, even going to Wash- 


ington for that purpose—especially for thoge 
who live in towns which haye water and 


sewage problems. 

A museum includes an interesting collec- 
tion of waters from different parts of the 
United States—some clear and pretty, yet 
highly dangerous waters—some muddy and 
offensive, yet safe waters—some waters un- 
contaminated, yet with everything set for 
easy contamination, such as hard waters, 
soft waters, forest strained waters, clear 
waters, and demonstrations of different 
types of drinking waters. 

Nothing shown-by the New York Academy 
is more beautiful nor more instructive than 
a large model in glass showing some pilesin 
sea water covered by magnified reproduc- 
tions of the sea Hfeattached. The different 
animals and ¥Yegetables are not only beauti- 
ful as represénted but oy are scientifically 
accurate.

The history of several epidemics of water 
born typhoid are shown in the New York 
museum exhibit. In one large model there 
is shown a town taking its water supply 
from a stream, Some distance up the 
stream there is a construction camp in 
which there are some cases of typhoid fever. 
The typhoid excretions from these cases 
were shown to be finding their way into the 
stream and thence into the water supply of 
the town further down. <Astudy of the epi- 
demic in the town proved its source to be in 
the campers in the woods up the stream. All 
of this is shown on the model. 

For the laboratory workers an exhibit of 
stock cultures of bacteria will be interest- 
ing. For one of the functions ef the labora- 
tories of the Museum of Natural Histgry i is 
to keep pure strains of certain bacteria used 
in researches and study.

Tt has on hand lineal descendants of some 
of the stock cultures upon which have been 
based epoch marking discoveries. Some of 
these pure and efficient enltures are needed 
for future work. Many are of historic in-

There are not many pugilists, and it ls possible 
their death certificates may give other profes- 
sions and trades than pugilism or athletics ag their

IMPORTANCE OF BATHING,

With nearly 1,000 persons bitten 
by dogs so far this year, why do some phy- 
sicilans have no warning words for the pub- 
lic and no criticism for the criminally guilty 
officials who are responsible for the calamity 
because they ignore the law?’

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

VERY court in Europe has been placed 

in mourning by the death of the 

Duchess of Genoa, who, last spring, 

celebrated her elghty-second birth- 

day, surrounded not only by her ¢chil- 

dren but by her grandchildren and great- 

grandchildren, among whom are the Italian 
heir apparent and his three sisters. 

The duchess was the grandmother of the 
present king of Italy, and the mother of 
Queen Marguerite, and played an important 
role during the reign of her son-in-law, King 
Humbert, in uniting Ifaly to the triple alli- 
ance. 

Her interest in cementing the bonds of 
Italy and Germany, also incidentally of Aus- 
tria, had its origin in the fact that, though 
she had become by her first marriage a 
princess of the reigning house of Savoy,'she 
was by birth and education a German, a 
member of the Saxon roya! famfly. 

She was an exceedingly clever ahd master- 
ful woman, possessed of as many accom- 
plishments in the way of music, painting, 
etc., as her daughter, Queen Marguerite, 


—~o- 

Her marriage to the late Duke Ferdinand 
of Genoa, younger brother of the ré galan- 
tuomo, was more or less of a loveless union, 
for the duke had been infatuated with Prin- 
cess Louise of Prussia, daughter of old Prince 
Oharles and one of the most beautiful women 
of her time; but their engagement was 
broken off by her uncle, King Frederick W1l- 
liam IV. of Prussia, not only on account of 
Duke Ferdinand being a Roman Catholic 
but also because at the time the court of 
Berlin was bent on maintaining the friend- 
liest relations with that of Vienna, which 
then, as now, was imbued with sentiments of 
animosity toward the house of Savoy. 

Princess Louise, who had jilted her former 
flancé, Prince (afterwards King) Charles of 
Sweden, for the sake of Duke Ferdinand, 
was subsequently induced to give her hand 
to Prince Alexis of Hesse, from whom she 
obtained a divorce some years later, the 
Duke of Genoa contracting an equally un- 
happy marriage, made for purely dynastic 
considerations, with Princess Elizabeth of 
Saxony, who was far more attractive in her 
old age, with her beautiful white hair, than 
in her youth. 

She bore the duke two children, Marguer- 
ite, now queen dowager of Italy, and 
Thomas, who succeeded his father as Duke 
of Genoa, and is now the ranking omy of 
the Italian navy. 

He received the greater part of his educa- 
tion at Harrow, the big English public 
school, and while there lived with Matthew 
Arnold, who was then residing at Harrow 
for the education of his own sons. 

During the duke’s stay at Harrow he was 
offered the throne of Spain by a majority of 
the cortes, but obeying the orders of his 
uncle and guardian, the late King Victor 
Emmanuel, which happened to be In accord 
with his own inclinations, he refused it.

Duchess Elizabeth of Genoa lost her. hus- 
band, Duke Ferdinand, suddenly, and, be- 
fore her first year of widowhood kad elapsed, 
she gave her heart to her chamberlain, the 
handsome Marquis Nicholas Rapole. | 
Yielding to the pressing recommendations 
of her spiritual adviser, Archbishop Fran- 
zoni of Turin, the duchess allowed herself to 
be privately married . to the marquis by that 


prelate.

archbishop had been actuated by spite 
against the sovereign in advising the duchess 
to such a mesaliiance, and dismissed the 
archbishop from the army, deprived the 
duchess of the guardianship of her children, 
ordering her to live abroadin exile. 

Some years later, however, when a severe 
iliness had led the king to marry morganat- 
ically en what he believed to be his death- 
bed his Junoesque affinity, the drum major s 
daughter, Rosina Vercellini, whom he cre- 
ated Countess Mirafiori, he relented toward 
hie sister-in-law, restored her daughter to 
her, and allowed her to take up her residence 
in her beautiful villa, Stresa, on Lake Como, 
where she thenceforth made her home, spend- 
ing the winters in Turin in considerable state 
and with a large entourage. 

There are different accounts as to whether 
the secohd marriage was as happy as she 
had expected it to be. At any rate, twenty 
years or so after the marquis committed su!- 
cide with a shotgun in the grounds of his 
wife's villa.

As long as her son-indaw and nephew, 
King Humbert, was on the throne the 
duchess was wont to spend the court season 
at Rome, Where her presence was dreaded 
by the various dignitaries of the quirinal: 
for, having 
which is the most etiquette ridden court of 
kurope, throughout her life she resented any 
breach of formality as almost a crime. 

She had a profound respect for conven- 
tionality, iron bound ideas on the subject 
of rank and the respect due thereto peculiar 
to the courts of Germany in days gone by, 
and hed little or no indulgence for those who 
offended in such matters. 

King Humbert, while most dutiful, used to 
convey the impression of feeling rather re- 
lieved when he bade her good-by at the rail. 
road station at the end of her annual visit 
to Rome. 

His son, the present ruler of Italy, who 
has an even greater distaste for the rules of 
etiquette than hts father, and seems tempted 
at times to cast them to the winds, stood in 
painful awe of his grandmother’ 8 reproach.

Main- 
tains His Boat Has Won 
Three Heats. 


ONE RACE TO RELIANCE. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

What is the status of the Wrigley cup 
competition? 

That was the question propounded by fol- 
lowers of speed boats after the finish of 
the third race for the trophy yesterday aft- 
ernvon. The judges announced that Baby 
Reliance Il., owned by Commodore J. Stew- 
ait Blackton of the Motor Boat Club of 
America, was the winner of the race, with 
James A. Pugh’s big Disturber III. of the 
Associated Yacht and Power Boat Clubs 
of America second. 

The officials also gave out the information 
that the series now stands with two héats 
to the credit of Disturber II. and one to the 

redit of Baby Reliance II. On the other 
hand Mr Pugh maintains that his boat has 
won three straight heats, and by virtue of 
Sesterday’s race is winner of the trophy, 
which is emblematic of the American cham- 
pionship. 


Set Fourth Race for Today. 

The competition is further muddled by the 
fact that a fourth race has been set by the 
officials for this afternoon, while Pugh main- 
tains that the series is endéd and that if the 
Officials rule against him he will lodge a 
protest. | : 

Yesterday's events were races postponed 
from Saturday, when several of the boat 
owners refused to compete owing to adverse 
water conditions. Those who didnot see 
them missed all kinds of excitement, al- 
though only five boats were out. 

Crusader, the Akron (O.) hydroplane en- 
tered by H. H. Work, went down while 
racing @round the course and now lies on the 
bottom of Lake Michigan fifty feet under the 
eurface. The craft was competing in the 
twenty-six foot championship and was run- 
ning about forty miles an hour when it hit a 
floating log. 

Patrol Rescues Crusader Crew. 

Crugader remained afioat for seven min- 
utes, which gave time for the government 
boat Patrol to get to the scene and rescue 
the driver and his mechanic. Before the boat 
sank those in charge were able to tiea life 


preserrer to the craft in order that it may be lo- 
eated by a wrecking crew that will go after it 
today. The boat lies so far under the surface 
that it is sald to be doubtful if it can be recovered. 

On the first day Crusader hit a floating box and 
became waterlogged, but the crew managed to keep 
the boat afloat until the revenue cutter Tuscarora 

© picked it up. 

When the gun was fired for the Wrigley cup 
event Baby 
lead, with Disturber Hi. second and E. J. Richatde’ 
Chicago of the Chicago Yacht ciub third. H. H. 
Timken's Kitty Hawk of Detroit developed engine 
trouble in practice and was unable to start. Baby 
Reliance II. streaked it around the first five mile 
lap slightly in the lead of Disturber III. and started 
the second round only four seconds to the good. 
Chicago was nearly ons minute behind the ugh 
craft. Driver Pugh and hie assistants maintain 
they did not consider Baby Reliance Il, as being 
qualified to race for the trophy, and gave all their 
attention: to Chicago. 


Baby Reliance in Lead. 


The same order wis maintained throughout the 
entire twenty-five miles, Baby RelianceWl. made 
the second lap in 7:22, with Disturber III. less than 
three minutes astetn. Chicago passed the stake 
boat two minutes and one second later. Baby 
Reliance Il. gained more on the next lap, but 
held about the same speed while Disturber III. 
slowed down slightly. On the fourth lap Baby 
Reliance Il. kept wp its fine work and soon had 
Disturber III. hopelessly astern. The time of the 
New York craft wee 35:49. On the fifth and final 
lap Chicago sprang a leak and returned to its boat- 
house for repairs. 

Disturber III. took the second heat for the Adam 
Weckler Jr. trophy, emblematic of the forty foot 
championship. Baby Reliance II. was the only 
other starter and was disqualified for cutting the 
course. Baby Reliance II: led Noel Sampson's 
English racer Debutante in the second heat for the 
Henry B. Clark trophy, hung up tn the twenty-six 
foot class, but wgs @equalified by the judges for 
cutting the course, the victory being credited to 

te. The time of Baby Reliance II. was 
24:32, while that of Debutante was 85:23 4-5.
